Police gave chase when they observed the small 
Volkswagen go through a stop sign at Benson Avenue and 
Palo Verde Street in Montclair. 
The driver turned west on San Jose Street and ran into a 
car parked in the 5400 block, they reported. The driver 
then drove west to Rose Street where the car turned 
south, then west on Palo Verde and north on Monte V ista 


Avenue before going onto the San Bernardino Freeway. 
The car then changed to the Orange Freeway. 


Highwav patrolmen and sheriff’s deputies joined in the 
pursuit which reached speeds of 65 miles an hour. 
Officers said the car went out of control and rolled over 
once at the Pomona Freeway and Corona Expressway in 
Pomona 
The car landed on it wheels and - with several flat 
tires - continued to travel east on the Pomona Freeway 
until it reached an offramp and limped into a service sta 
tion. 
The youth, once apprehended, was treated for minor in­ 
juries at Doctors Hospital in Montclair.

LONDON (AP) - Lady Spencer 
Churchill, widow of Britain’s war­ 
time leader Sir Winston Churchill, 
died today at her home in London 
after a heart attack She was 92 
Her grandson, Winston Churchill, 
announced her death 
He said she was lunching with her 
secretary when she was stricken. 
Lady Spencer Churchill, named 
Clementine but nicknamed “Clem- 
mie'* by Sir Winston, began auction­ 
ing off his paintings and other family 
heirlooms quietly this year to help 
meet expenses 
She had been in failing health for 
several years and progressively had 
retreated into seclusion since the 
death in 1965 of her husband of 57 
years He was 90 at his death. 
Last July she underwent ab­ 
dominal surgery at King Edward V'll 
hospital in London. The reasons for 
the operation was never made 
public. 


Shocked Britons had suggested 
special legislation or an appeal to 
provide for her needs, but she said 
she deplored any such idea and it was 
dropped. 


LADY CHURCHILL 


Lady Spencer Churchill was bom 
April 1, 1865 to Sir Henry Hosier and 
Lady Blanche Holier 
Her mother 
was descended from a long line of 
British earls, as was Sir Winston — a 
grandson of the Duke of M arl­ 
borough 
By all accounts, it was love at first 
sight when Clementine OgUvy 
Hozier. the 23-year-old daughter of a 
Dragoon Guards colonel, and Sir 
Winston met at a fashionable dinner 
party In 1906 He was a 34-year-old 
cabinet minister 
Churchill proposed soon after in 
the gardens of Blenheim Palace, his 
family’s 16th century estate. They 
wed on Sept. 12, 1908 at St. 
Margaret’s Church. London, within 
sight and sound of Big Ben. 
I married and lived happily ever 
after,” Sir Winston recalled 22 years 
later in his autobiography. 
Their marriage pruluced one son 
and four daughters.

Halim Khaddam said today. 
“Syria apologizes that it will not 
receive Mr. Vance in the event news 
reports are true that he is carrying 
with him a letter from the Israeli 
government to Assad. 
Khaddam 
said in a written statement handed to

newsmen 
“Syria cannot and shall never be 
dragged into a position of surrender 
...” Khaddam said in reiterating his 
country”s refusal to join Egypt, 
Israel and the United States in peace 
talks scheduled to open in Cairo on 
Wednesday. 
In Amman, where Vance was con­ 
ferring with Jordan s King Hussein, 
State Department spokesman Hod- 
ding Carter told newsmen the report 
that Vance “ is carrying a message 
from Israel to Syria is sheer non- 
sense. 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat expects to 
make serious headway at the Cairo 
talks with Israel within a week to 10 
days after the conference opens on 
Wednesday, Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan said today. 
Dayan said that if Sadat cannot 
“ deliver something 
within that 
time on the overall Mideast conflict, 
the president may agree to negotiate 
a separate peace settlement with Is­ 
rael — something he has repeatedly 
said he does not want to do 
“President Sadat is expected by 
his own people and by his own moves 
— not because of outside pressure — 
to deliver something, to get to 
something within a week to 10 days 
If he does not do that, he will be in 
trouble,” Dayan told a luncheon of 
the Foreign Press Association. 
Dayan did not say what kind of 
concessions, if any, Sadat could ex­ 
pect from Israel. But he said Israel 
was prepared to discuss any subject, 
even a withdrawal from the West 
Bank of the Jordan River.

It was the second time this month 
that a Valley police station has been 
shot at About 20 rounds were fired at 
the Pomona Police Department ear­ 
ly the morning of Dec. 4 in an as-yet- 
unexplained sniper incident. No 
arrests have been made in the 
Pomona shooting 
Both bullets struck the front of the 
La Verne station shortly before 11 
o'clock 
Both 
penetrated 
the 
building, but no one Inside was 
struck 
First reports were that the bullets 
were fired from a heavy-caliber ri­ 
fle, but that report was unconfirmed 
The police dispatcher and the 


watch commander were in the front 
of the building and officers preparing 
for the graveyard shift were muster­ 
ing in the rear. 
A “ 999 ’ call was broadcast, 
resulting in the assistance racing to 
ta Verne from other mutual aid 
cities 
Officers drove throughout the city, 
beefing up La Verne patrols and 
looking for the shooters. But no 
suspects were found. During the 
search, which lasted about three 
hours, the Pomona police helicopter 
flew overhead. The last of the 
mutual aid police units left the city 
at about 2 am 
This morning. La Verne Lt. Wes 
Stearns said there was no apparent 
reas<« for the shooting He said that 
certain incidents, such as arrests, 
sometimes set off a retaliatory ac­ 
tion, but as far as police could deter 
mine, no such incidents preceded 
Sunday night’s shooting.

W ASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today that the 
federal law prohibiting age dis 
crimination does not protect some 11 
million workers from being forced to 
retire before they reach the age of 
65. 
In a 7 2 decision, the court said the 
law was primarily designed to en­ 
courage the hiring of older workers, 
not to prevent them from being 
retired under pension plans adopted 
before the statute was passed 
The dissenting justices, Thurgood 
Marshall and William J. Brennan, 
said the m ajority decision has 
“deprived many older workers ot the 
protection which Congress sought to 
afford ” 
But they noted that the House and 
Senate recently passed amendments 
specifically 
prohibiting 
forced 
retirement of under-65 employees 
simply because of their age. Thus, 
they said, “ the mischief the court 
fashions today may be shortlived.” 
The decision came in a case involv­ 


ing Harris McMann of Alexandria. 
Va , who brought suit contending 
that United Airlines had no right to 
force him to retire when he reached 
age 60 in 1973. He was a technical 


specialist in aircraft systems and 
had worked for the firm since 1944 
McMann based his argument on 
the Age Discrimination in Employ­ 
ment Act.

“This outstanding natural area 
does remain open for public use by 
non-vehicular use,” said Gerald E. 
Hiller, district manager for the

An estimated 10,000 to 15,000 off- 
road vehicle and

enthusiasts use the dunes areas each 
weekend and many off road vehicle 
groups and motorcycle clubs oppose 
the closure of any dunes area. 
Hiller said the decision was one of 
11 proposals studied by the agency 
for the area, also known as the

The home at 23968 Sapphire Canyon Road has created a 
storm of controversy among residents of the quiet sub­ 
urban community. About a month ago, six boys classified 
as juvenile delinquents moved in

There are strong opinions on both sides of the issue, but 
the fact remains that John Williams, owner of the 
Williams Home for Boys, has been given 30 days to move 
the boys out. However, Williams plans to appeal. 
“ We will comply with county ordinances, but only after 
we exhaust all appeal processes,’’ said Williams. 
“These are not hard-core kids. They may be classified 
as incorrigibles. meaning they can t get along in their 
social environment.” 
Williams believes that residents living near his home 
want to “ isolate” the boys from the “ mainstream of 
society. They want to label them — but I don t think that 
solves the problem.” 
A licensed operator for group homes, Williams believes 
the boys are no danger to anyone. “They are making a 
good adjustment. I don t feel it s fair to throw them out 
all of a sudden.” 
Residents, however, have complained to the Diamond 
Bar Municipal Advisory Council (MAC), which is ex­ 
pected to discuss the issue again Tuesday evening 
The homeowners informed MAC members that the 
Williams home opened in their neighborhood without 
prior warning. 
One father of two teen-aged girls said he was worried 
about the boys He was not aware of the crimes the boys 
had been charged with. 
Other residents indicated that when they purchased 
their homes, they thought a situation of this type would 
not arise. 
Ann Hudson, who lives across the street from the boys 
home, said she was “ not that happy” about the home 
“I ’m not crazy about any kind of business of that nature. 


Mrs. Hudson noted she would prefer a family living in 
the house which would have a stake in the community. 
“This is a residential neighborhood 
Ed O’Connor, senior vice president of Transamenca 
Corp , developers of Diamond Bar, stated rather abruptly 
during a recent interview, “ We don t want thus** boys liv­ 
ing next door to us . . . 
Transamerica is conducting an investigation to see if 
the firm can take any legal action against the Williams 
home, said O'Connor. 
. . . 
The problem Williams is facing is that juveniles clas­ 
sified as “602s” are not permitted to use group homes in 
residential neighborhoods. The “602s” are youths who 
have committed various crimes and are wards of the 


°And according to a county zoning official, the only ap­ 
peal open to Williams is to file for a zone change. Since 
spot zoning is not allowed, he would have to persuade all 
his neighbors to rezone their parcels. “Chances of that 
happening are practically nil,” said the official. 
The state has licensed the home for delinquents, but it 
does not protect him from county ordinances. There is a 
bill pending before the state Legislature to change the law 
outlawing ”602s” from residential areas — but there has 
not been much action lately to pass it. 
Williams very likely will have to move the boys out by 
Dec. 23, which is 30 days from when the county handed 
down its order. 
He is not pleased with the prospect, “The residents 
really feel these boys are a threat to their nice com­ 
munity. But if you had to rate them, compared to other 
boys in the area, they’d come out pretty good ”

The 83 vear-old patriarch of the 
A m erican labor m ovem ent is 
standing for re-election today to a 
12th, two-year term as AFL-CIO 
president. There is no doubt about 
the outcome; he has no opposition 
despite grumbling among a minority 
of union officials at the organ­ 
ization’s convention that he should 
step down. 
"There's not enough of us. so why 
raise any opposition when you know 
he's going to win?” says Machinists 
union P re sid e n t W illiam Win- 
pisinger, Meany's most vocal critic. 
"So long as his health continues, 
he’s going to continue to work," says 
Albert Zack, the AFL-ClO’s public 
relations director, who is personally 
close to Meany. 
A year ago when Meany was suf­ 
fering from a bronchial condition 
and cataracts were robbing him of 
his eyesight, even his closest aides 
expected him to announce his retire­ 
ment by convention time. 


But a new drug cleared up the 
respiratory problem and an opera­ 
tion saved his eyesight. He uses a 
cane to get around because of a hip 
problem, but he has taken up oil 
painting again and still plays golf. 


Meany is delegating m ore re- 
sponsibiities to his aides, especially 
the making of speeches at union con­ 
ventions, and he seldom works an 
eight-hour day. Nevertheless, he is 
still in firm command of the 13.5 mil­ 
lion-member labor federation

Donations replace toys for needy 
Christmas can't be 'stolen' in S.F. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Cor­ 
porations. 
sm all-change donors, 
truckers and even a wandering wino 
are pitching in to steal Christmas 
back from a "grinch’' who looted a 
$15,000 cache of toys intended for 
poor children. 
By late Sunday, the fire de­ 
partment reported it had received 
about $40,000 worth of donations and 
toys to replace those stolen or 
wrecked last Wednesday night. 
Fireman had been using a vacant 
fire house to store its toys, which 
they had planned to give to 70,000 
children this year. But someone 
broke in and loaded a pickup with 
more than $10,000 worth of toys. 
Police arrived early Thursday to 
fjnd a dozen teen-agers playing 
among another $5,000 worth of 
wrecked toys. The youths said the 
thief told them to help themselves. 
The culprit, reminiscent of the 
villain in the "Grinch Who Stole 
Christmas," a children’s story by 
Dr. Seuss, remained at large today. 
But his crime whipped up a surge 
of charity that Lt. Dan McDermott, 
head of the fire department’s 25th 
annual toy drive, called "utterly 
fantastic." 
Donations came by mail from up 
and down California. Even a wino got 
into the spirit. 
"1 want to write you a check 
before I’m too drunk to write my 
name,” he told firemen in Station 
No. 1. He signed and donated a $50 
traveler’s check. 
Truck driver Terry LeBlanc — 
who is hailed on the highways as 
"Terrible Terry" — hit the CB radio 
waves and told his buddies he needed 
their help to fill up a truck with toys. 
He got it. 
"I think it's a dirty shame that 
someone would go out and rip off lit­ 
tle kids," LeBlanc said. 
Bechtel, an international con­ 
struction and engineering firm , 
purchased $15,000 worth of toys and 


presented them to the fire depart­ 
ment. Mattel Toys promised to send 
$8,000 worth of its products. Varner 
Ward Leasing Co. provided a $5.000 
check, Macy’s said it would donate 
$5,000 today. 
The San Francisco Giants baseball 
club pitched in with 1,008 jackets. 
1,234 T-shirts and 360 baseball bats. 
"And people with quarters and 50 
cents have been coming in all day," 
McDermott said. 
"The caliber of toys we re getting 
has changed," he added. "W e're get­ 
ting new toys, better toys. People 
are shopping up the street and bring­ 
ing them in and they’re all brand 
new." 


Hydrant spill 
does $95,000 
in damages 


SHERMAN OAKS (AP) — A fire 
hydrant sheered off by a hit-and-run 
motorist caused more than $95,000 in 
flood damage to one home early to­ 
day, and extensive damage in two 
others, police said. 
Van Nuys investigators said water 
from the hydrant shot up more than 
100 feet, falling onto the pebble roof 
of the home of Nathan Rosenberg, 
50. who was awakened by the sound 
of water pouring onto his roof. 
"It sounded like earthquake ’71 all 
over again," said Rosenberg, whose 
hom e was the m ost sev erely 
damaged. "I thought a bunch of men 
were up there pounding with sledge­ 
hammers." 
Before the water could be turned 
off, it ran down a hillside into two 
other yards, causing extensive water 
erosion in one and seeping into the 
basement of another.

State loses 
tax bid in 
Hughes estate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An at­ 
tempt by California authorities to 
halt a trial in Houston over Howard 
Hughes’ estate was rebuffed by the 
Supreme Court today. 
The justices turned down a request 
by Myron Siedorf, chief inheritance 
tax attorney for California, that they* 
order the trial halted while they try 
to decide the recluse millionaire’s 
home of record when he died last 
vear. 
The Houston trial has resumed 
after a two-week delay and is in the 
evidence stage 
At stake is a hefty sum in in­ 
heritance taxes either California or 
Texas will collect if either state can 
prove Hughes lived there at the time 
of his death April 5. 1976. The states 
have competing claims erf being 
Hughes’ home state at his death. 
California earlier this month asked 
the Supreme Court to decide which 
state's claim should win out. 
Probate Judge P at G regory, 
presiding over the Houston trial, last 
week refused to delay the start of the 
proceedings. 
Siedorf told Justice Lewis F. 
Powell J r ., who referred C ali­ 
fornia's request to the full court, that 
a postponement was made necessary 
“ by the insistence of Texas upon 
proceeding in its courts with a trial 
at which Texas will seek to establish 
domicile and the liability of the es­ 
tate to it for inheritance taxes.” 
“The very purpose of California’s 
suit ... is to obtain ... a judgment ... 
that its rival claimant (Texas) is not 
< ntitled to levy a domicile-based 
inheritance tax because the assets of 
the estate are insufficient to satisfy 
both the claims of California and 
Texas,” Siedorf told the court. 
A federal tax return lists the value 
of the estate at $167 million. 
The Houston trial is to establish 
Hughes’ legal domicile at the time of 
his death and the validity of the so- 
called Mormon will allegedly left 
behind by Hughes. 
Hughes’ relatives are challenging 
that document, claiming it is a 
forgery. They are attempting to 
prove that Hughes' legal domicile 
was Nevada — a state that has no in­ 
heritance tax. 


10 women remaining in 
Mexican prison fearful 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 10 
American women still held at the 
I» s Reyes Womens Prison following 
the weekend prisoner exchange say 
they fear harassment from other in­ 
mates now that they are so few 
“ It’s really scary,” said one 
woman who asked not to be named 
because she fears reprisals 
“ I'm scared to death.* 
said 
another. 
A third said prison officials told 
her not to talk to anyone “ from the 
outside if you want to go home.” 
The women, interviewed at the 
prison, said there have been no out­ 
rig h t th r e a ts sin ce 27 o th er 
American women inmates left Fri­ 
day and Saturday on chartered 
flights to San Diego along with 100 
men from other Mexico City jail. 
But the women said they feel un­ 
safe now that the prison s foreign 
population has dropped to 10 
Americans, one Canadian and two 
Britons 
“We felt before that no one would 
try anything because there were so 
many of us," one said “ But now that 
there are so few of us. anything can 
happen.” 


Some said they fear Uiey’ll be rob­ 
bed of personal possessions, and one 
said she was afraid of being beaten 
“because I am prettier than a lot of 
them.” 
“ We used to support a lot of 
them,” one American said “ We had 
the money. Now that most are gone, 
this prison is going to go into a deep 
economic depression We bought the 
food for many girls, and the clothes. 
I was helping support a woman who 
has 10 children.” 


There are still about 445 American 
men and women in Mexican jails 
Some will be returned to the United 
States either later this month or ear­ 
ly next year under the exchange 
treaty. 
Others are ineligible for 
return under terms of the prisoner 
swap Most of the Americans were 
jaihsl on drug charges.

13 American airmen die 
in crash of Navy plane 


SANTA CRUZ DE TEN ER IFE, 
Canary Islands (AP) - Thirteen 
American airmen were reported 
killed and another one was missing 
in the crash of a U.S. Navy patrol 
plane that hit a mountain Sunday and 
exploded on one of the Canary 
Islands, off the northwest coast of 
\f ricflt. 
A U.S. 
spokesman said rescue 
workers recovered 13 bodies from 
the crash site on a 4,200-foot moun­ 
tain on the island of Hierro and were 
searching for the remains of the 
other man. 
The four-engine Lockheed P-3 
Orion was on a training flight from 
the U S. Air Force’s Lajes Base in 


the Azores. Officials on Hierro, at 
the southwest end of the chain of 
Spanish islands, said the plane was 
flying in clouds and rain at 1.200 feet 
when it hit the mountain. 
Wreckage and pieces of bodies 
were scattered across the mountain­ 
side, the officials said. 


Another air force plane was being 
sent from Lajes, in the mid-Atlantic 
900 miles to the northwest, with of­ 
ficials to investigate the crash and to 
return the remains of the victims to 
the base. 


Identifications of the dead were 
withheld until next of kin were 
notified. 


If California is able to collect an in­ 
heritance tax, it will take 24 percent 
of the total estate, an estimated $32 
million.

He charged California officials and 
Hughes' heirs with “collusion” and 
said such actions precluded the 
Supreme Court from taking jurisdic­ 
tion because the suit was really 
prompted by Hughes’ heirs. 


“ The agreem ent between the 
Hughes e s ta te and C alifo rn ia 
provides that California is to receive 
2 percent of the federal net taxable 
estate if this court accepts jurisdic­ 
tion and determines that Hughes was 
a domiciliary of Texas," Hill as­ 
serted. 


Cosmonauts plan experiments 


MOSCOW (AP) - Two Soviet 
cosmonauts began unpacking equip­ 
ment for their experiments aboard 
the orbiting Salyut space laboratory 
today after breakfast and a medical 
check, Tass reported. 
The Soviet news agency said Lt. 
Col. Yuri Romanenko, 33, the flight 
commander, and Georgy Grechko, 
46, his civilian flight engineer, were 
in good health on their second day 
aboard Salyut-6 and all systems were 


working normally. 


Romanenko and Grechko were 
sent up from the earth Saturday and 
docked their Soyuz-26 spaceship to 
the orbiting space station on Sunday. 
The announcement of the linkup dis­ 
closed for the first time that Salyut-6 
launched Sept. 22 had two docking 
systems and could receive two 
spacecraft at the same time. 


“One docking system is installed 


on the station’s transfer compart­ 
ment and the other is on the other 
side, on the instrument section,” 
said Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency. 


“As distinct from the spaceship 
Soyuz-25, 
which in October ap­ 
proached the station from the side of 
the tran sfer com partm ent, the 
Soyuz-26 was join ed with the 
station's second docking assembly . ”

The test may be an ideal method

The new technique, called graphic 
stress telethermometry or GST, in­ 
volves taking the temperature of the 
breast from outside. 
It was found to be 80 percent ac­ 
curate in detecting breast cancer, 
Sloan Kettering said. 
If further tests support these 
findings, the technique could be used 
to screen out many women who need 
not undergo further diagnosis with 
m am m ography, 
said 
Dr. 
Ruth 
Snyder, the principal investigator. 
The test detects both benign and 
cancerous breast lesions and can tell 
them apart. 


The temperature of the breast is 
taken by passing a miniaturized in­ 
frared heat detector oyer nine sec­ 
tions of each breast. 
The test measures the difference 
between the temperature of breast 
tissue and the temperature of the 
forehead. Areas of the breast that 
show a higher temperature than the 
forehead become suspect. 
To determine whether any areas of 
higher temperature are benign or 
malignant, the woman’s hands are 
immersed in ice water for 15 se­ 
conds. 


Body temperature falls as a result, 
and the tem perature taking is 
repeated. If the lesions are benign, 
they will also cool off. but malignant 
tissue remain at a constant, higher 
temperature. 


The technique was developed by a 
company in Bolingbrook, III , the 
Graphic Stress Corp.. Sloan Ketter­ 
ing said, and was offered to the 
cancer center for testing.

LOS ANGELES <AP> - 
For thousands of the city’s 
needy — or greedy - Santa 
Claus is a one-legged blind 
man who since 1968 has 
provided them with free 
Christmas trees 
The needy come from as 
far away as San Bernar­ 
dino to Bob Porter s Ex­ 
position Pari area lot to 
pick up about 15.000 trees 
left over from commercial 
sellers. The greedy come 
too — some in Cadillac 
limousines 
"I've seen some nice- 
looking automobiles pull 
into the lot," says Bob 
Diezsi, a Los Angeles 
policeman who directs the 
project "But what can you 


say? The trees are free 
They’re not 
stealing 
anything, even if they’re 
not needy ” 
Diezsi says that this 
season, the project has a 
system to discourage poor 
fakes, He says charity 
organizations — such as 
the Red Cross — will be 
given trees before supplies 
are brought to five free 
lots, which will be scat­ 
tered countywide for the 
first time this year 
But. Diezsi says, "Those 
greedy who have been ripp­ 
ing off trees will probably 
get them again this year. 
It's a slow process." 
f*orter — a diabetic who 
lost his eyesight 15 years

Art within Islamic tradition 


NEW YORK (API - 
Monir FarmanFarmaiun, 
an Iranian artist elegant in 
a pastelstnped tribal gown 
of handwoven silk, seems 
in contrast to a culture 
traditionally

with veiled women, mos­ 
ques and m i ni a t ur e 
paintings.

at Cornell 
University and Parsons 
School of Design here, she 
is an artist within her own 
Islamic tradition, borrow­ 
ing crucial elements from 
the ancient arts and 
adapting them to a contem­ 
porary form.

Theories abound on why Congress is deadlocked on so many issues

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Everyone seems to have a 
theory on why Congress is 
deadlocked on so many is­ 
sues this session But no 
one seems to know what to 
do about it. 
The various theories in­ 
clude changes in Congress, 
particularly the House, 
which have lessened the 
power of the leadership, 
and the fact that some 
tough issues that have been 
around for a while have 
come to a head this ses­ 
sion 
Hep Barber B. Conable 
Jr. of New York, a senior 
House 
R e p u b lic a n , 
suggests that “ the issues 
that we've got to deal with 
really are sticky ones. As 
the old saying goes, if they 


were easy, we d have dealt 
with them long ago.” 
However one tries to ex- 
p lain 
it, 
th e re 
is 
widespread 
agreement 
that the first half of the 
95th Congress may be 
known more for what it 
hasn t been able to do than 
for its accomplishments. 
Rep. Toby Moffett, D- 
Conn , is a second term 
congressman, a status that 
once was a guarantee erf 
anonymity. But he never 
accepted the axiom that 
junior House members are 
rarely seen and never 
heard. He helped organize 
80 moderates and liberals 


among 
the 
younger 
members into a bloc that 
wields considerable in­ 
fluence. 
“ A deal would have been 
cut mi energy long ago if it 
had been teft to the old 
guard,” said Moffett in a 
brief interview during a 
break in the deliberations 
of the Senate-House con­ 
ference committee which 
has made little progress in 
trying to reach a com­ 
promise on the non tax por­ 
tions of the energy legisla­ 
tion 
Despite the deadlock, 
Moffett contends Congress 
deserves credit for facing 


the energy problem. 
"Two years ago, there 
was total paralysis in his 
town on energy ' he said. 
Conable talked about 
House reforms and noted 
that “ one com m ittee 
chairman used to be able to 
speak for his committee 
with some confidence back 
during the days of un­ 
questioned seniority and 
autocratic rule. Nowadays, 
he has to nurture the opi­ 
nions not only of his sub­ 
committee chairmen, but 
even of the rebellious and 
ambitious young men who 
make up his rank and file.” 
E n e rg y and 
Social 


Security are two highly 
visible issues on which 
Congress has remained 
deadlocked, and legislators 
managed only this week to 
resolve a four-month-old 
battle over abortion. No 
simple theory applies to 
any of them. 
Abortion is a highly 
volatile, emotional issue 
w hich 
has 
plagued 
Congress since the Su­ 
preme Court ruled that 
state 
law s 
f la t ly 
prohibiting abortions were 
unconstitutional violations 
of an individual s right of 
privacy. 
That ruling and a sub­ 


sequent decision that the 
government had no con­ 
stitutional obligation to 
pay for abortions left the 
volatile question of the use 
of federal funds squarely in 
the hands of Congress. 
Another question on 
which feelings run very 
strong is whether the 
federal government should 
regulate the price of 
natural gas. Deregulation 
is not a new issue 
The pro-and a n t i­ 
deregulation forces have 
been fighting since 1954, 
when the Supreme Court 
ruled that the government 
could set prices for natural 


gas. 
The year the court issued 
its ruling. Congress voted 
to strip the government of 
authority to set gas prices. 
But Dwight D Eisenhower 
vetoed the bill. 
That was the last time 
the deregulation forces 
prevailed on Capitol Hill. 
List year, the Senate voted 
to drop government price 
controls while the House 
voted to keep them. The 
election-year session was 
coming to a close and no 
attempt was made to reach 
a compromise. 
Legislation to deal with 
financial problems in the 


Social Security System has 
run into the p o litical 
reality that no one wants to 
push for a substantial tax 
increase as an election 
year approaches. 
Most cases come down to 
issues that were never 
easy to re s o lv e , to 
traditional political pres­ 
sures and to a changing 
membership that prizes 
independence above party 
loyalty. 
“ It's politically wise to 
be viewed as an indepen­ 
dent or maverick,” said 
Moffett, “ But it makes it 
much more difficult to 
govern.” 


Is the 
'family' 
dairy 
passe?

MADISON, Tenn. (AP) 
— Tom Davis took his 
bachelor’s degree in 
business 
administration 
and went to work for a 
vanishing institution, the 
family dairy. 
“ I was going to go work 
for a bank or a stock 
brokerage firm, till 1 wised 
up.” Davis, 25. said in an 
interview in his office. 
"Where else could some­ 
body my age own a 
business, run a business? If 
I 
went to work for 
somebody else I could 
work for 30 or 40 years and 
still be working for him.” 
His father, Lyman T. 
Davis Sr., was a teen-ager 
with a couple of cows and 
membership in a 4-H club 
when he started the dairy 
44 years ago. He wasn’t old 
enough to sign for a loan, 
so the firm was named 
.after Toms grandfather, 
W E. Davis. 
The milk business has 
changed since then. No 
cows have roamed the 60 
acres of the dairy's pasture 
in this town-tumed-suburb 
since before Tom Davis 
was born. And where once 
there were dozens, W.E 
Davis & Son is now one of 
just three dairies that 
deliver to residential 
customers in Nashville. 
“ It’s going out every 
year," Davis said. “ It 
costs a premium, if you 
can get it. You get behind 
on the books, the cost of 
trucks and supervisory 
work 
The profit struc­ 
ture’s just not there.” 
And there’s a milkman's 
early morning hours. “ You 
don t find too many people 
who like to do that now. I 
should say you don t find 
anybody likes to do it. You 
lind some that do it,” 
Davis said. 
Tom's mother and father 
still are active in the 
business. On a Saturday 
morning recently, Lyman 
Davis was one of five men 
operating the plant that 
processes the milk, which 
is bought daily from a 
farmers' cooperative. 
A couple of days earlier, 
Mrs. Davis answered the 
business phone. “ We 
operate nine trucks for 
home delivery twice a 
week,” she said. "When we 
started it was every day, 
seven days a week. 
Milk has a much longer 
shelf life now,” she said. 
“ We had raw milk then, no 
pasteurized. 1 didn't ever 
like raw milk.” 
As the milk business 
keeps changing. Tom said, 
“ Were going to have to 
gear ourselves to what we 
do best. We can't compete 
putting milk in a grocery 
store But as long as we 
can be competitive price- 
wise, no one can beat us in 
service.” 
He was asked what 
luture he saw for the fami­ 
ly dairy. "Short-range 
luture, 1 definitely see it,” 
he said. 
“ Long-range 
future, 1 have no idea. I 
don't ever want to sell. I 
always want to be Davis 
Dairy, but if the right offer 
comes along. I'd have to 
consider it. Who knows if 
there's going to be a dairy 
industry?”

Schabarum: 
Lots of goals 


Board chairman wants 
to restore ‘confidence’ 


The new chairman of the I/* Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors declared today that his major objective dur­ 
ing the next year will be to “restore public confidence in 
the governmental process. 
First District Supervisor Pete Schabarum. who repre­ 
sents the valley on the county board, says he is “clutching 
a lengthy list of goals ’ he hopes to accomplish during his 
tenure. 
But his most important job as chairman, he said, is to 
restore faith in the county government wbich has been 
suspect for some years, “more often than not without 
good cause ” 
Schabarum said the change in leadership of the board - 
he succeeded Supervisor Ed Edelman last Tuesday — Is 
“an excellent time to get off on the right foot in bringing 
about more public confidence in what we do as the elected 
representatives of the county." 
The supervisor from Covina said he would continue to 
press for reduction in the property tax rate, predicting 
another 20 cents would be cut off the county levy next 
year. 
“ My ultimate goal Ls to get the tax rate back to the 1972 
level of about 14 per $100 of assessed valuatton." be ex­ 
plained 
“Such an accomplishment will require full 
cooperation from the board and from other county of­ 
ficials “ • 
Other fields on which Schabarum wants to focus his at­ 
tention include: 
—Employees: “We’re seeking the passage of legisla­ 


tion to deal with the questions of workers’ compensation 
and disability pensions This is in response to the recent 
rash of generous benefits paid to a number of notable peo­ 
ple along with those paid to hundreds of other not so 
notable people " 
-Taxes 
“1 will continue to push for property tax 
reform, in addition to reductions in the property tax rate, 
especially in the areas in which the sta te d now showing 
interest, f’m encouraged by the current movement which 
would have the state absorb local health and welfare 
costs ’’ 
—Pornography : "I hope we 11 adopt a defensible or­ 
dinance in the field of pornography and obscenity that will 
keep the proliferation of smut shops under control 
—Juvenile justice: “ We expect soon to have a state law 
that provides for a countywtde administration of a 
workable juvenile justice system, replacing what Ls now 
known as a ‘non-system ’ This includes the creation of a 
greater range of placem«*nt facilities to more rationally 
handle the different kinds of youngsters who come into 
the svstem.” 
- Management “1 plan to implement recommended 
changes contained in various management audits that 
suggest wavs of improving service Along those lines. I 
am looking at a management audit on our mechanical 
department, now under way .** 
- Planning “ During next year I am confident we will 
complete the assembly of a countywlde master plan for 
land use. 
The now plan has been two years in the 
making “ 


—Health services “Sometime during the year we will 
adopt a new procedure for the timely billing and col lee 
tkm of money for health care services I also want to see a 
broadening of the family planning kind of services which 
are provided by the health services departm ent” 
—Transportation. “We will trv to adopt Improved ways 
of moving people and goods as portrayed in my Moving 
People’ program." 
—Courts; “It is my hope that the Board of Supervisors 
working In concert with the Superior Oxirt and the Bar 
Association will express a loud voice in Sacramento, 
leading to legislation for much needed court reforms “ 
-Charter reforms “I intend to pursue vigorously the 
elimination of the prevailing wage clause from our county 
charter That measure already Ls scheduled for a place on 
the .Juno ballot. I also hope to sponsor a measure that 
would permit the county to contract wtth private 
enterprise for certain work now performed by county 
employees This area, properly managed, could save us 
millions of dollars a year in labor costs."

Mrs. Jennie Stephenson, the 
Thompson's neighbor, said she and 
her son were awakened by sirens.and 
people yelling for everyone to get out 
of their apartments because of a fire. 
She said she got out of the apartment 
and saw Mrs. Thompson come out of 
the window and then Thompson 
follow She said, “He came out His 
body looked dusty and burned.’ She 
said that Thompson then caaght the 
boy. who jumped down from the 
roof. 
W itn e s s e s said th a t a f t e r 
Thompson got the woman and the 
boy away from the apartment, he 
staggered and fell on the grass in 
front of the apartment complex.

Mrs. Thompson, who returned to 
her apartment later Sunday morn­ 
ing. said she was asleep inside of the 
apartment when "Norm woke me 
up.

Teenager learns role 
of city government

Laura Fondario, the student 
representative to the Montclair 
Community Action Committee, has 
gotten more of an “in-house feeling” 
for city government through par­ 
ticipation in CAC decisions. 
Miss Fondario, 17 and a senior at 
Montclair High School, joined the 
city committee last July. She was 
appointed by the City Council on the 
recommendations of Ed Sexton, 
former student representative ; Eric 
Schweiter. vice principal in charge 
of student activities at the school; 
and Laurie Page, the city’s ad­ 
ministrative assistant. 
The appointment came as a sur­ 
prise and a challenge, recalled Muss 
Fondario. 
“ My immediate reaction was why 
me?’ I didn’t know anything about 
city government, but felt It would be 
a challenge. So I accepted,” she 
added. Like many teen-agers, she 
was under the impression that a city 
was run only by City Council de­ 
cisions She soon discovered that 
numerous committees, commis­ 
sions. staff advisors, and interested 
residents heavily influenced the di­ 
rectives and policies established by 
the council. 
She gained insight from first-hand 
experience and participation in the 
rudimentary elements of local 
government. 


"This has made me more aware of 
what my community is doing, and I 
enjoy it. I’ve gotten more of an in- 
house feel for city government,” she 
said. 
Miss Fondario is debating a 
college major of child development 
or political science next year. The 
CAC experience will help if her 
choice is the latter. 
“I think if I went into political 
science cold turkey, I wouldn’t have 
any practical idea of what it in­ 
volved. I thought a city — govern­ 
ments — ’were run merely from an 
agenda. And that’s not the way it is,” 
she said. 
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Driver ed 
won't do it all 


In the years since World War II, it has become a 
ritual element of American life: The teen-ager 
com es home from high school one day and requests 
his or her parents permission to enroll in the 
school’s driver education program. 
The parents readily agree, assuming that the 
course is far superior to either the commercial in­ 
struction offered by driving schools or the blind 
leading-the-blind alternative of learning from a 
friend or relative. 
The teen-ager, however, often has a hidden agen­ 
da: In many states, including California. 16- and 17- 
year-olds can be licensed to drive only after success 
fully completing a driver education course All 
others must wait until 18. and for an adolescent that 
additional vear or two can be an eternity. 
But now a Washington-based safety organization 
with im peccable credentials has produced a 
m eticulously research ed study conclusively 
demonstrating that 
the driver education-early 
license approach leads to thousands of unnecessary 
highway fatalities each year. 
Even more startling, the authors of the study con­ 
clude that even if early licensing is eliminated, high 
school driver education “ would not be of any 
dem onstrated benefit in reducing crash in­ 
volvement.” 
The study of the effect of driver education in 27 
states during the late 1960s and early 1970s was con­ 
ducted by Drs Leon S. Robertsoi and Paul L. 
Zador. 
Both are affiliated with the Insurance Institute 
for Highway Safety, a highly respected independent 
organization that has been in the forefront of efforts 
to improve the nation's roads, cars and drivers. 
The care with which the study was done is 
demonstrated by the state-by-state adjustment of 
the computations to take into account two relative­ 
ly obscure factors that contribute heavily to fatal 
crashes — rural roads and wet pavements 
Robertson and Zador even considered the pos­ 
sibility that accident rates might be higher among 
16- and 17-year-olds because they are new and inex­ 
perienced drivers. 
But the research demonstrated that the rate of 
fatal crashes among those who didn't take driver 
education courses and waited until 18 or 19 to be 
licensed differed little from their early-licensed 
peers who had the benefit of two years’ experience. 
(Connecticut, Delaware. Iowa, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, New York, North Carolina, Penn­ 
sylvania, Virginia and Washington are among other 
state's that issue early licenses to graduates of 
•driver education courses ) 
In 1975, approximately 4.000 drivers who had not 
reached their 18th birthday were involved in fatal 
crashes. In about half of those accidents, only one 
4 car was involved — thus eliminating the possibility 
of blaming the “ other driver” or some other exter­ 
nal factor. 
“ Parents have been misled to believe that driver 
. education decreased the risk of their children's in­ 
volvement in crashes,” the authors conclude. “ The 
estim ate of 2,000 fatal crashes that would be 
prevented (annually) if persons under 18 were not 
licensed is a very conservative, minimum es­ 
tim ate.” 
Robertson and Zador properly refuse to go 
beyond their data, stating that “ physical and 
emotional maturity as factors in crash involvement 
are not well understood " But that may indeed be 
the key to the disproportionate number of auto acci­ 
dents involving young drivers. 
Caution, a sense of their own limitations, an un­ 
derstanding of the unpredictability of others 
behavior and an awareness of their mortality sim­ 
ply are not among most teen-agers’ assets. 
At the risk of alienating those for whom securing 
a driver’s license is an important part of the rites of 
passage to adulthood, we would suggest the conclu­ 
sion is obvious: Licenses should be restricted to 
those 18 and older — with or without a driver educa­ 
tion course.

HHH's fight serves mankind 


WASHINGTON - Just as he has 
dedicated 66 zesty years of living to 
the betterment of the American peo­ 
ple. Hubert Humphrey is devoting 
the days of his cancer treatment to 
the medical benefit of mankind. 
The undaunted “ Happy Warrior“ 
is quietly permitting cancer experts 
to use experim ental therapy 
techniques on nis incurable ailment 
The ultimate story of courage has 
gone modestly unmentioned by the 
Minnesotan and discreetly withheld 
from the public by his doctors 
Humphrey makes the rounds of 
public tribute, drawing tears and af­ 
fectionate admiration with the 
tradem arks of his career — 
ebullience, humor, optimism and 
courage. 
But out of the public limeught Uie 
former vice president is quietly 
reporting to the National Cancer In­ 
stitute to undergo uncomfortable and 
novel therapy 
After removal of a cancerous blad­ 
der in October 1976, Humphrey could 
have opt»>d for a plush VIP suite at 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center 
or Bethesda Naval Hospital and been 
spared anguish by shots of morphine 
and similar painkillers. 
Instead. Humphrey deliberately 
chose to become a sort of guinea pig 
for researchers at the National 
Cancer Institute He was aware that 
his form of bladder cancer and how it 
spreads is far less understood than 
the more prevalent lung and prostate 
cancers. 
The primary purpose of the doc­ 
tors at the institute is assuredly to 
prolong Humphrey’s life. But they 
can also study the course of bladder 
cancer in a living victim and how the 
disease responds to two innovative 
chemotherapy treatments. 
Both 


treatments are still highly ex­ 
perimental 
One requires the taking of an oral 
ch e m o th e rap y ag e n t, Hex- 
amethylmelamine. As a side effect, 
it causes fatigue, nausea and severe 
loss of appetite but Humphrey game­ 
ly reports for his treatments. The 
treatment has been more widely 
used in Europe than the United 
States 
By an unusual coincidence, 
Humphrey once sponsored and 
helped get through the Senate an aid 
p ro g ra m 
to 
allow 
Hex- 
amethylmelamine to be tested in 
Egypt. 
Humphrey also takes another ex­ 
perimental drug known in the 
laboratories as “5-FU." It must be 
injected directly into an artery and 
one researcher told us “ it hurts ’ 
The unpleasant and painful treat­ 
ment has rarely been used in cancer 
cases such as Humphrey’s and one 
scientist predicted the data he is 
providing unquestionably will be 
useful in helping future victims of 
bladder cancer. 
At a dinner in his honor recently, 
Humphrey made a fleeting reference 
to the physical toll the chemotherapy 
has taken He mentioned having gone 
through 10 days of “ intensive 
chemotherapy which has just about 
knocked me for a loop” but cheerful­ 
ly added it helped him “ get enough 
strength to be with you ‘¿might.’’ 
Members of the institute research 
team working with Humphrey speak 
of his valiant help in awed and poig­ 
nant respect 
Some compare his 
willingness to be a guinea pig to the 
tradition of Maj. Walter Reed’s 
volunteers who allowed themselves 
to be infected with yellow fever to 
prove that the killer disease was 


carried by the anopheles mosquito 
“ He’s just a fighter." one worker 
said of Humphrey. “ He’s a fighter in 
every aspect of his character, even 
including this one ’ 
06WALD FILE: The Pentagon 
may have thrown away files showing 
Army intelligence agents were 
ahead of almost everyone else in es­ 
tablishing the background of Lee 
Harvey Oswald as the killer of John 
F Kennedy.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Senate Minority Leader Howard H. 
Baker Jr.. who isn’t even at the 
negotiating table, may well hold the 
balance erf power in the congres­ 
sional battle over President Carter's 
energy program 
All eyes have been focused on Rus­ 
sell Long, the wily Senate Finance 
chairman who is calling the shots for 
Senate conferees seeking to 
deregulate natural gas and boost 
production incentives for the oil in­ 
dustry 
But what everyone, including the 
White House, seem s to have 
overlooked is the source of Russell 
Long's bargaining strength in the 
negotiations with House conferees 
trying to protect Carter’s program. 
Russell Long, in this energy con­ 
ference. is speaking for a majority of 
the Senate — and most of the votes 
comprising that majority came from 
Republicans led by Howard Baker. 
All year long, the once fractious 
and fragmented Senate Republicans 
have been sticking together like 
flypaper on major legislative show­ 
downs. 
Time and again, Baker has shown 
he can deliver anywhere from 30 to 
35 vote* from the 36-member GOP 
Woe — enough to be decisive on 
many key votes, given the penchant 
of conservative Southern Democrats 


for siding with the Republicans on 
most issues. 
Such GOP unity was rare indeed 
during the eight years that 
Republicans controlled the White 
House and former Sen. Hugh Scott, 
R-Pa , served as minority leader 
In those years, at least a dozen 
liberal Republicans frequently voted 
with the Northern Democratic 
majority, producing a bitter schism 
within the Senate GOP and provok­ 
ing threats of election-year “purges” 
from the Nixon White House 
Baker has worked assiduously to 
erase the divisions of yesteryear and 
to develop a middle ground on issues 
that are broad enough to attract both 
the left and right wings of the Senate 
minority. 
He is forever shuttling back and 
forth between conservatives like 
James McClure, R-ldaho. and Paul 
Lazalt. R-Nev., and liberals such as 
Charles McC Mathias Jr., R-Md., 
and Jacob K Javits, R-N.Y., seeking 
a consensus that ail can support 
“ It’s a lot easier than it used to be 
because we now have a single objec­ 
tive: to get Carter,” said one veteran 
GOP staff aide who remembers the 
bad old days. 
§ 
Whatever the cause of the new 
Republican cohesiveness, the results 
have been striking. GOP votes put 
the Senate on record for deregulation 
of natural gas, forced Carter to drop 
his $50 tax rebate and blocked the 
president’s proposal for public 


financing of congressional cam­ 
paigns. 
Solid Republican opposition to 
other administration proposals — 
labor ’ *w revision. Hatch Act 
reform, instant voter registration 
and the consumer protection agency 
— convinced Majority Leader 
Robert C Byrd it was pointless even 
to call up such bills for a vote. 
The White House, with its now- 
familiar ineptitude at handling con­ 
gressional relations, has thus far 
made no effort to cultivate 
Republicans in either the House or 
the Senate. 
This is relatively safe in the House, 
where the GOP is outnumbered 2 to 3 
and virtually powerless, but it is ex­ 
traordinarily shortsighted in the 
Se n ate, 
where 
B a k e r 
has 
demonstrated Republican clout time 
and time again. 
Lyndon Johnson understood the 
value of stroking the opposition. On 
the really big issues, he repeatedly 
sought cooperation from the late 
Senate Minority Leader Everett 
Dirksen. More often than not, he got 
it. 
Jimmy Carter might improve his 
Capitol Hill batting average by 
emulating L B J’s example There is 
every reason to believe that Baker 
would be susceptible to a little 
presidential persuasion. He is, after 
all. Ev Dirksen s son-in-law — as 
well as his successor as minority 
leader.

Crime directed 
from prisons

Recently, millions of Americans watched the hit 
movie. “ The Godfather.” when it was presented on 
national television The story of the movie centers 
on a “ family” involved in organized crime 
Moet of our citizens think of “ organized crim e” 
as the Mafia or the Coea Nostra, organizations 
remotely operating on the E ast coast with no direct 
effect upon the lives of Californians 
However, understanding the full scope of 
organized crime activities is very important to our 
citizens today. 
For instance, organized crime groups are in­ 
creasing the number of threats made against the 
lives of public officials and private citizens and 
their families Terrorist groups continue to pose a 
threat to California citizens, and these groups have 
placed particular em phasis on an increased 
solidarity with other terrorist groups throughout 
the nation, and even across the seas. 
One of the m ajor problems we face — and it 
seem s to be steadily growing — is the range of 
criminal activities planned and directed from 
within prison walls by the numerous prison gangs. 
In nearly every case, these gangs have been 
formed along ethnic lines inside prison walls, but 
their power has expanded far beyond those steel 
and stone limits. Major groups include the Nuestra 
Familia, the Aryan Brotherhood, the Black 
Guerrilla Fam ily and the Mexican Mafia. 
The lead article of the November issue of the 
Readers Digest is titled “ America s Newest Crime 
Syndicate — the Mexican Mafia. ’ 
Well organized, 
they have extended their 
criminal activities into communities with exploita­ 
tion of narcotics, robbery, burglary and protection 
rackets. It is believed that they are responsible for 
over 100 executions carried out to maintain a more 
effectively controlled organization. In most cases, 
membership in a prison gang necessitates a “ blood 
oath” in which withdrawal can only occur through 
death. 
It has been said that a combination of ad­ 
ministrative easing of parole qualifications, court 
decisions and the normal flow of paroles and dis­ 
charges in 1975 and 1976 led to the release of more 
than 18.000 felons from our correctional system. 
Many of those released, about 5 percent, were 
prison gang m em bers and this infusion into Califor­ 
nia communities has enabled these gangs to in­ 
crease their activities on the streets. 
Organized crim e, as we understand it here, is 
costing every man, woman and child an average of 
$420 a year, or $1.260 per family. 
Not included in those figures are such costs as in­ 
creased 
insurance 
premiums; 
inequitable tax 
burdens resulting from tax-dodging racketeers; es­ 
calating prices for consumer goods compensating 
for losses through theft, arson, bankruptcy, embez­ 
zlements and the colt of private security forces; 
and unfair business practices or monopolies 
resulting from organized crim e investments in 
legitimate enterprises. 
Because of the need to maintain a certain degree 
of confidentiality with which our Justice Depart­ 
ment can battle this growing crime giant, I will 
refrain from detailing all the gory details. Suffice 
to say that we have a monster on our hands — one 
which seem s to grow two more tentacles for each 
one we cut off. When some of us in the Legislature 
talk about the urgent need for effective laws, such 
as court-authorized use of wiretapping and 
electronic eavesdropping in organized crim e and 
narcotic trafficking cases, we have a very basic 
reason for desiring these improvements in our 
criminal justice system.

D EAR DR LAM B - I would like 
to know if it makes any difference if 
we eat certain foods together For in­ 
stance. some claim that since fruit is 
digested quickly, it should not be 
eaten with foods which stay in the 
stomach for a longer period They 
claim this contributes to indigestion. 
Could you please tell me if there is 
any scientific basis for this? 
D EAR R EA D ER 
— This was 
believed 50 years ago. based on so- 
called "a c id ash " foods and 
“ alkaline ash" foods, and it is a com­ 
plex idea 
Your body has a very narrow range 
of acid and alkaline balance If you 
are too acid or too alkaline, you will 
be sick or dead. It is as essential as 
having enough oxygen for your body. 
The chemical mechanisms to main­ 
tain this delicate balance are very 
complicated, but sufficiently effec­ 
tive that you can insult your body 
with acids, aiklaine substances, and 
all variety of substances, and your 
wonderful machine compensates for 
all your indiscretions 
The main final acid-alkaline 
balance is maintained by the ratio of 
the carbonic acid (which breaks 
down into carbon dioxide and water > 
to bicarbonate (as in sodium bicar- 


bonate) in the body. If there is a 
relative increase in carbonic acid the 
body becomes more acid and if it is 
decreased the body becomes more 
alkaline. 
Foods that leave an acid ash leave 
excess amounts of sodium and potas­ 
sium and related elements in the 
body a fte r they have been 
metabolized. These are positive ions 
or acid ash 
They combine with 
bicarbonate to form sodium bicar­ 
bonate or potassium bicarbonate. 
The increased amount of bicarbonate 
tends to make the body alkaline 
Hence, the confusing end result that 
foods that are acid ash foods cause 
the body to be more alkaline. The 
acid ash foods are fruits, vegetables, 
milk and some nuts. 
Foods that leave an excess of 
negative ions such as chloride ions 
after they have been metabolized, 
are the alkaline ash foods. The 
chloride combines with sodium or 
potassium to form sodium chloride 
salt or potassium chloride salt. 
When they do this, they decrease 
the number of these available to 
form sodium bicarbonate and the end 
result is the increased formation of 
more carbonic acid and less bicar­ 
bonate compounds, causing the body 


to be more acid. So the alkaline ash 
foods tend to cause the body to be 
more acid. These foods are meats, 
fish, poultry, eggs, cheese, cereals 
and some nuts. 
Fifty years ago, the idea was pop­ 
ular that you should not eat acid and 
alkalin e ash foods together. 
However, the normal person will 
produce acid digestive juices from 
the stomach and have alkaline 
digestive juices in the small intestine 
from its wall and from the pan­ 
creatic juice. So the normal body can 
regulate its own acid or alkaline en­ 
vironment according to the needs of 
the moment, at least in healthy peo­ 
ple with normal digestive actions. 
The body’s own formation of acid 
and alkaline digestive juices com­ 
pletely overpowers the acid-alkaline 
characteristics of food.

is buried in Lexington 
Cemetery 
“ Coach Rupp was a 
legend when I was playing 
college basketball.” said 
Tennessee Coach 
Ray 
Mcars. one of Rupp’s long 
ti m e a d v e rs a rie s . “ I 
p l a y e d 
a g a i n s t 
the 
Fabulous Five (in 1949» 
He was one of the greats, I 
mean really greats, in the 
game. 
“ Basketball is a game 
that was started in the 
United States and he's one 
of the men who got it off 
the ground.” Mears said 
“ He was the man who 
made basketball what it is 
in th e S o u t h e a s t e r n 
Conference 
“ He made it a challenge 
for every school in the SEC 
to get its program off the 
ground.” Mears said “ You 
had to do that or just get 
embarrassed by his teams. 
The other teams had to get 


better or keep getting beat 
bv 40 points by Rupp 
“ One of the most ex­ 
citing things to me about 
taking the job at Tennessee 
was the opportunity to 
coach against someone of 
Rupp s stature.” he said 
Rupp was a 28-year-old 
high school coach in 
Freeport, 111., when the un­ 
iversity beckoned him to 
he its sixth basketball 
coach 
in eight years 
Forty-two years and 874 
victories later, he was 
forced to retire as the win- 
ningest coach of all time. 
Five years before, an 81- 
73 victory over 
Notre 
Dame had given him 772 
career wins, pushing him 
past his mentor at Kansas, 
Forrest C. “ Phog” Allen. 
It also left him far ahead 
of UCLA’» John Wooden, 
who retired in 1975 after 
winning 667 games and 10 
national titles. The latter 
statistic fueled arguments 
that the Wizard of West­ 
wood was a better coach 
than the Baron of the 
Bluegrass. but Wooden 
staked no such claim. 
“ You never look at it in 
that manner,” he said “ I 
never considered myself at 
any time to be competing 
with other coaches 
Cer­ 
tainly. when we won our 
fourth championship, I 
know there was only one 
other coach in history that 
had done it and that was 
something I 
was very 
proud of. 
“ Since we were coaching 
in different parts of the 
country.

The congressmen have 
called for a trade boycott, 
but the Carter administra­ 
tion is resisting the idea, 
unless arms sales are in­ 
volved. 
The boycott proposal is 
based on the idea that a na­ 
tion ostensibly concerned 
with human rights should 
have nothing to do with a 
d ic ta to r accused of 
slaughtering as many as 
300.000 of his countrymen 
since he seized power in 
1971 
The administration has 
expressed its distaste for 
Ugandan human rights 
violations, but has shown 
no interest in a boycott. 
The State Department, 
in a letter to one protesting 
congressman, said a 
boycott probably would 
have little effect and would 
contradict the general U S. 
policy favoring free trade 
American firms ac­ 
counted for 37.5 percent of 
Uganda’s 1976 export 
revenue, making the 
United States the country’s 
largest single source of 
foreign exchange. 
Rep. Don Pease, D-Ohio, 
contends Ugandan-U.S. 
trade is “ helping Amin 
stay in power.”

up their test firings of a 
major new long-range

The SSNX-18 is the first 
Soviet sub-launched mis­ 
sile armed with multiple 
warheads, which can be 
aimed separately at U.S. 
targets hundreds of miles 
apart. The missile, rated 
as more accurate that any 
other Russian submarine- 
fired weapon, has a range 
more than 1,100 miles 
longer than any American 
missile now mounted on 
board submarines. 
U.S. intelligence sources 
said an SSNX-18 missile 
was fired last Thursday, 
apparently from a sub­ 
marine in the White Sea 
north of Russia, and that 
two possible dummy 
warheads landed in the 
northern Pacific about 
4.800 miles away. 
This was the fourth 
launch of an SSNX-18 
within 30 days, more than 
double the number of all 
tests of the new missile in 
the previous 10 months, 
sources said. 
The Russians have been 
flight-testing the SSNX-18 
for about two years. 
A proposed new U.S.- 
Soviet agreement on 
limiting strategic nuclear 
weapons reportedly would 
not prevent deployment of 
the SSNX-18 or the ad­ 
vanced U.S. Trident mis­ 
sile, which is of com­ 
parable range but about 
two years behind the new

U.S. sources said the

Russians have been 
preparing for the new 
deployment by modifying 
some of their Delta-class 
nuclear submarines to 
carry SSNX-18 missiles. So 
far, three modified Delta 
III subs are said to be in 
commission and ready to 
carry the multiple- 
warhead missiles on sub­ 
merged patrols. 
The Russians already 
have long-range SSN-8 mis­
